General Shatter forwarded a dispatch 
that 8i'»9hica}iy told tJ»e tlbftj of the 
aa4 fortrafsd « aHwatlon tnttaMly 
sattafactor]^ tron tk* A«tri«Mi point 
of view. 

The first mesB«ge did not come from 
Shatter, but froqi the vlgUwit sypial 
flAcer, hM before shown that he 

was alert (or viui evento. 

It was brief, saying only that the 
surrender bad beenaccon.plished; that 
the Spanish troBpa m»rohed out of the 
trtncheik oo« reglmeat at a time, 
stacking arms for delivery to the 
American forces, and that the Spanish 
flag bad beon hauled duwn. 

SecreUry Alger and AdJuUnt Qen- 
•nl Corbtn were at the war depart- 
ment at the time and were Roon ap- 
prised of the news, but as it did not 
come in the usual form as a report 
(rom Qfnsrnl Shnftsr, the fnct was no( 



Secretary Alger expressed his deep 
gratiflcatioQ at the culmination of the 
Santiago campaign. He bad fully ex- 
Pfcted the surrender to b« formally 
ennrle4 out at • a'ol«sk Sunday morn- 
ing according to General Sbafter's 
telegram Saturday nigkt. yet it was a 
relief to know that the last chance for 
farley and Spanish diplomacy had 
passed, and that our flag was now fly- 
ing over the city. 

"It is a magnifleent achievement, " 
said he, "and most of all it is a trib- 
ute to tl|e hioTery. pltyk and endur- 
ance of our Amsricw soldlera Kow 
that their efforts have brought final 
and complete! success, I believe their 
campaign will be recorded as one of 
the most glorious pafpft'ol «nr mili- 
tary hVrtory. Not mnve than 10,000 
men were en^aRPd when th»» most ser- 
ious fighting cKciuTcd, bill tlioy pushed 
forward and created a wjiidilioD which 

has brow^kt ttk« sitrrewder o( 1(8(009 
men." 

Ijite in the afternoon the official 
dispatch came from Geueral ^bafter 
giving In bridf military faablon an 
unusually clear statement txova thn 
csneral at the day's erents. 

It was entirely satisfactory from 
every point of view, showing that the 
American army was In complete con- 
trol of a city that it would bfve ^t 
1,000 lives to capture by storm. 

Moreover, It was very encoura^ng 
from a medical view lu that it showed, 
contrary to what had been eipected, 
that there was little sickness and 
scarcely any yellow feiver la Sa^tlffo, 
but a great deal of suffering aM 
tress.

The only dlaQnlathig taformation re- 
ceived during the day was as to the 
yellow fever conditions at the front 
and this dispatch was modified in an 
encouraging way by General Shafter's 
later news. 

It was a dispatch from Colonel 
QMsnlaaf. chief surgeon with the army 
In Cuba, a^rtflf that II maw caaas ka4 
appeared. 

While thia was regarded with some 
apprehension by laymen, the surgeon 
general's department considered the 
showing entirely aatlsfaclory. 

Colonel Alden, acting surgeon gen- 
eral taring tha akaenea of Qaneral 
Sternberg, said a report of only 1ft 
cases was an exceptionally good show- 
ing, as the number must be taken 
relatively to the large number of men 
at the front 

With the surrender accomplished 
there will be better opportunity to get 
the men on high ground and koep 
them away from infection. 

During the day a report was re- 
ceived sUtSng positively that no cases 
of yellow fever existed on the Har- 
vard, which brought a large numbier 
of sick Spanish prisoners to Ports- 
mouth, N. H.

Santiago, Cuba, July 18.-^The Amer- 
ican flag Is floating in triumph over 
the governor's palace at Santiago de 
Cuba. General McKlbbon kaa keen ap- 
pointed temporary military govarnor. 

The ceremony of hoisting tke store 
and stripes was worth all the blood 
and treasure It cost. A vast concourse 
of 10,000 i)W)ple witnessed the stirring 
and thrilling fic»'u<' that will live for- 
ever in the minds of tbe Americans 
present 

A flner stage setting for a dramatic 
episode it would be difficult to imagine. 
The palace, a picturesque old dwelliiin 
In the Moorish style of architecture, 
faces tbe Plasn de In Retaa, tbe prin- 
cipal public square. Opposite rises tbe 
Imposing Catholic cathedral. 

On one side is a (lualnt. brilliantly 
painted building, with broad veranda.s 
—tke (dnk of San Carlos; on the oither, 
a building of much the sama 4MQrip- 
tion, is the Cafe de la \l*enus. 

Across the pla/.a was drawn up the 
Ninth infantry, headed by the Sixth 
cavalry band. In the street facing the 
palace stood tbe troop of tke Second 
CAvalry. with drawn sabers, under the 
command of C'a.otain Brett. Massed on 
the stone flagging between the band 
and tka line of boraameti were the bri- 
gade cammanders of General Skatter's 
division, with their sUffs.

On tbe red tiled roof of the palace 
stood Captain UoKlttrlck. Lieutenant 
Mlley and Lieutenant Whaalar; imna- 
diately above tkem, upon the flagstaff, 
the Illuminated Spanish arms and the 
legend, "Vive Alfonso XIll '; all about, 
pressing against tbe veranda rai^s. 
crowding to windows and doors and 
lining tbe roofs, were the people of tbe 
town, principally woman gsA aoMom- 
batants. 

As the chimes of the old cathedral 
rang out tbe hour of 12 the infantry 
and cavalry presented arms. Bvery 
American iincovfTcl and Captain Mc- 
Kittrick hoisted the stars and stripes. 

As the brilliant folds unfurled in a 
gentle breeseafnlnst a fleckless sky the 
cavalry baad broke Into Ike strains of 
"The Star Spangled Banner." making 
the American pulse leap and the Amer 
lean heart thrill with Joy. 

At the same instant tbe sound of the 
distent booming of Captain Capron's 
battery, firing a salute of 21 guns, 
drifted In. When the music ceased 
from a" directions around our line 
eama floating across tbe plaza tbe 
atvaiaa of tka railmanttl kMda and 
the mnillsdh koaraa ckaara of our 
troops.
